Staff Sergeant Richard M. Red- 


ding, son of Mr. and Mrs. J. Ralph 
Redding. South Washington street, 
has been reported "missing in ac- 
tion since January 22 in Italy," ac- 
cording to a telegram from the ad- 
jutant general received Saturday 
night by the family here. 


The telegram stated: "The secre- 


tary of war desires me to express 
liis deep regret that your son, Staff 
Sergeant Richard M. Redding, has 
been reported missing in action since 
twenty-two January in Italy. 
If 


further details or other information 
are received you will be promptly 
notified. Ullo, Adjutant General." 


The family's last letter from the 


Gettysburg youth was received Jan- 
uary 19 when he told them he was 
sending home the Purple Heart 
award-whlch he had been-awarded 
for being wounded December 9 while 
fighting in Italy. The award is ap- 
parently enroute from Italy and has 
not yet been received by the family 
here. 


Recent Promotion 


His family was notified of the fact 


that he had been wounded in a tele- 
gram December 30 from General 
Ullo stating, "Am pleased to inform 
you report received states your son, 
Pvt. Richard M. Redding was re- 
leased from hospital December 15 
after having been slightly wounded 
December 9 in Italy." 


Shortly after the telegram was re- 


ceived the family learned that the 
son had been promoted to staff ser-} 
geant and apparently had re-joined1 
his company at the front in Italy. ' 


Sergeant Redding, a graduate of 


St. Francis Xavler parochial school, 
attended Gettysburg high school be- 
fore entering the Army on Febru- 
ary 27, 1942. He was stationed for a 
time in Alabama and was sent over- 
seas September 1, 1943. 


Missing "Near Rome" 


Pvt. Charles Howard Gardner, 18, 


son of Mr_and..Mrs. JohndCUJSard^ 
ner, York Springs R. 2, has been 
reported as missing in action. 


Word to that effect was received 


by his parents in a telegram, from 
the War Department Saturday eve- 
ning. The message revealed that 
Gardner has been missing since 
February 22 following heavy action 
near Rome.

The missing lad is believed to have 


been with the U. S. Army on the 
Anzio beachhead. Associated Press 
dispatches reveal that during Feb- 
ruary 22 and 23 the Germans were 
heavily attacking ""the beachhead 
forces.

Two requiem 
masses were sung at St. Joseph's 
Catholic church, Bonneauville, for 
the soldier.

vate Weishaar might still be alive 
was found when a friend, Miss Mary 
Weaver, Baltimore, received a let- 
ter from Private Weishaar dated 
February 10, five days after he was 
supposed to have died according to 
the War department. The. family 
asked the Red Cross to check on 
the condition of the youth and the 
local office of the Red Cross Sat- 
urday received word that the mat- 
ter had been taken up with the 
War department by the National 
Red Cross.

In the central Pacific, Marines

Marshall* through 


Kwajalein and Wotho to Eni- 
wetok in the west.

points straight toward Tokyo. 
Other Marines, fighting on Wil- 


laumez peninsula in New Britain, 
have consolidated their

around captured Talasea and its 
emergency landing field,' while* Al- 
lied forces on Bougainville to the 
east have driven Japanese back 
from minor gains won during a 
violent eruption of heavy fighting 
on the Empress Augusta bay battle- 
front.

(Associated Press War Analyst) 
London's prompt imposition of se- 


vere travel restrictions between 
Britain and South Ireland was a 
fully anticipated corollary to Eire's 
refusal to grant America's request 
that German and Japanese diplo- 
matic and consular representatives 
be expelled. 


While it was Washington which 


made the overture to neutral Eire, 
Britain strongly backed it 
The 


point is that enemy agents have 
been acting under co.cr of their 
legations and consulates to pass 
military information back home. 
General Eisenhower, supreme com- 
mander of Allied western invasion 
forces, says these Axis operations 
are a serious menace. 


The travel restriction is a heavy 


blow to the economic life of Eire, 
for Britain is a vital market for 
Ireland's cattle and other products. 
Even more grievous trouble may 
be in the offing for Eire, however. 
The British press forecasts curtail- 
ment of essential supplies 
from 


England and America. An appeal 
by Dublin to Australia to intervene 
with Washington has brought the 
reply that Australia fully supports 
Uncle Sam's stand. 


Puzzling Stand 


I'm constantly being asked by 


Americans, including folk of Irish 
descent, just why Eire should cling 
so tightly to her neutrality. This is 
especially puzzling to many because 
Ireland's shield against danger from 
the continent of Europe is the island 
•which comprises the United King- 
dom, and Eire's ties with America 
are strong. 


Dublin's neutrality has deprived 


the Anglo-American Allies of Naval 
bases with the result that the war 
has been lengthened and Allied lives 
and shipping have been lost. We 
have needed little Eire's help badly.' 
Why then has she stood out? 


Well, I've spent a lot of time in 


lovelyxlreland. I know her hos- 
pitable folk and have enjoyed their 
bounty. It was an Irishman who, 
on one desperate night of revolu- 
tion, risked his life to save mine. 
So while-I haven't discovered any

Bitter Toward English 


The basic reason is Eire's bitter- 


ness towards everything English. 


So powerful is this feeling in the 


heart of the average southern Irish- 
man that he would sacrifice himself 
rather than give aid to England. 
Of course, not all citizens of Eire 
feel that way. Some 200,000 are 
fighting with the British forces, and 
others are lending their support. 
Still, the majority of the southern 
Irish want nothing to do with the 
English. 


Probably Prime Minister DeValera, 


whom I have known for many years 
on a most friendly basis, would 
spank me for the assertion about 
hatred. He would say that the se- 
curity of Ireland has depended on 
neutrality. However, I think the 
support which his people are giving 
him in this stand is due to their 
anti-English feeling. 


Heart With Allies 


We must remember that only 


twenty-eight years ago come Easter, 
southern Ireland was in rebellion 
against England. That was bloody 
Easter — and bloody it was. I was 
there as a reporter. DeValera him- 
self was one of the leaders of that 
revolt, and was pardoned after being 
condemned to death. Then fol- 
lowed years of fierce conflict be- 
tween the Irish and the British 
armed constabulary. 


Many of Uie present generation of 


southern Irish lived through this 
period. And back of that were hun- 
dreds of years of strife between Ire- 
land and England. Those things 
aren't forgotten overnight. 


Eire undoubtedly would say her 


heart is with the Allied cause. But 
she feels strongly, and her heart 
isn't with John Bull.

Must Endorse "E" 


And "R" Coupons 


After March 15. farmers and oth- 


er off-highway users of gasoline will 
be required'to endorse all "E" and 
"R" coupons they exchange for ga.s- 
olme whether the exchange takes 
place on their own. premises or at a 
filling station or bulk plant, the Har- 
risburg district Office of Price Ad- 
ministration 
announced 
today. 


Without endorsement, the coupons 
will not be valid for transfer of 
gasoline. 


The endorsement on "E" and "R" 


coupons consists of the ration hold- 
er's name and address. To make 
the task of endorsement easier, the 
name and address need be written 
only once on each strip or block of 
coupons handed to the seller a& a i 
unit or on one coupon of the strip 
of block. When coupons are pre- 
sented separately, each coupon must 
be endorsed. 


If the seller who receives an en- 


dorsed block of coupons finds it nec- 
ccssary to separate the coupons in 
thr block when pasting them on his 
coupon .sheet, he is required to write 
the ration, holder's nanvc and ad- 
dress on each detached part of the 
block wlucli does not bear the cn- 
dorcement

Frank J. Loftus, district diiector 


of the HarrLsburg OPA office, re- 
leased today a table showing a na- 
tional breakdown of family 
and 


single consumers' income, together 
with estimates of the proportion 
that they spend for food. 
'"This table Teveals the "tremen- 
dous importance" which price con- 
trol holds for low income consum- 
ers. 


The statistical report shows that 


persons earning from $500 to $1,500 
annually (40.6 par cent of total) 
spend between 37.7 and 58 per cent 
of their income for food and bev- 
erages: those earning from $1.500 
to $3,000 (33.8 per cent of total) 
expend between 26.3 and 30 £ per 
cent: food costs those in the $3,000- 
$5.000 bracket (17.6 per cent of 
total) 
between 22.7 and 24.5 per 


cent and from 15.3 to 19.5 per cent 
for those in the $5,000 to $10,000 
salary group (6.1 per cent of total). 


Individuals earning more than

DODDS BREAKS 
MILE MARK AT 
NEW YORK MEET

New York, March 13 (AP)—Gil- 


bert Dodds, Boston's student parson 
who has traveled more faster miles 
indoors than any other man, finally 
has run his way into the track and 
field record book. 


Giving his outstanding exhibition 


on the boards since bursting into 
the spiked-shoe limelight two years 
ago, the bespectacled Dodds lowered 
the world's standard for the classic 
distance to 4:07.3 in the Columbian 
mile at the Knights of Columbus 
games in Madison Square Garden 
Saturday night. 


The performance, achieved with- 


out being pushed by any of his three 
opponents, knocked one-tenth of a 
second off the competitive record 
set up by the great Glenn Cun- 
ningham in 1938 and since equalled 
twice by Chuck Fenske and once 
by Leslie MacMitchell. 
There is 


still on the books Cunningham's 
4:04.4 but it is listed as a note- 
worthy performance since it was 
made on an oval less than~ eightr 
laps to the mile. The Garden track 
is 11 laps. 


Sixth Straight 


In winning his sixth straight mile 


of the season and marking up his 
eighth indoor race under 4:10. the 
ex-Nebraskan found a way to get a 
HtUe-extra kick through the-last 
quarter-mile. Whereas in the past 
he has blazed through the first 
three quarters at a killing pace, this 
time he stepped off the first quarter 
in 60.8. the half in 2:00.6 and the 
three quarters in 3:03.4 with the 
result he had enough left to run 
the last leg in 63.9 seconds. 


Then, showing great recupera- 


tive powers, he came back 75 
minutes later and ran and won his 
initial 1,000-yard race in 2:11.2— 
the first time any runner has com- 
pleted the double since Cunningham 
turned the trick nine years ago.

request that German and Japanese 
diplamatic offices in the country be 
closed.

The order resulted from an urgent 


request by Gen. Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower, Allied invasion commander, 
who was said to have information 
that Axis representatives in 
Eire 


constituted a serious menace to mili- 
tary security. 


The Irish mail train to Holyhead 


—where it connects with the boat to 
Kingstown near Dublin—left Lon- 
don tliis morning two-thirds empty. 


Irishmen on the train — mainly 


laborers—were strongly against De 
Valera. 


Sanctions Not Expected 


"What does he want to keep the 


Germans in Dublin 
for?"

Michael Leneham of- Carrock-On- 
Suir. "Germany never gave any- 
thing to Ireland and never will." 


There was nothing to indicate that 


Allied moves were likely to go as 
far as the application of economic 
sanctions against Eire. The British 
were going slowly leaving the initia- 
tive largely to the United States be- 
cause of the ancient feud with the 
Irish, and also for these other prac- 
tical considerations: 


1. Southern Irish volunteers make 


up a considerable-partrof-the~Brit^ 
ish armed forces; 


2. Great number of southern 


Irishmen—they have been estimated 
as liigh as a quarter million—work 
in British war plants. 


3. The ending of all trade with 


Eire would hi some respects operate 
to the- disadvantage of the British 
as well as the Irish.

Unlike the weapons of war, a 


Victory Garden general's imple- 
ments need be neither formidable 
nor intricate. 


About all he needs is a good spade, 


a rake, a hoe, a stout piece of cord, 
stakes, a sharp stick and a spray 
and duster. 


If the ground can be p'lowed by 


tractor or horses, by all means have! 
the work done that way. It not only I 
saves hard work but plowing places | 
the soil in better condition than 
spading. If the soil is shallow, avoid 
deep spading or plowing. 


Everv gardener should have a 


;ood spade or a spading fork re- 
gardless of whether the soil is 
spaded or plowed at the start. 


He also should have a good strong 


rake because 
Uie ground, after 


spading or plowing, must be work- 
ed thoroughly with the rake: If

ISasas 


Saltpeter, used in curing meats, 


acts as a preservative and helps 
retain the natural, color of the meat, &'£%& 


enough space is left between rows, 
the rake also can be used as a 
cultivator when it is necessary to do 
a quick Job. 


A stout hoe is necessary for mak- 


ing the planting furrows, the irriga- 
tion ditches and for cultivation. 


The cord and stakes are used in 


making straight planting furrows. 
This assures a neat, attractive gar- 
den and in addition it saves labor 
because straight, well-laid-out gar- 
dens are easier to cultivate and 
water. 


The sharply pointed stick is to 


make "drills" (the small holes in 
the ground) in which large seeds 
are planted. 


A compressed air spray that holds 


about five gallons of liquid and is 
carried upon the back of the gar- 
dener while it squirts poison spray 
through a nozzle, upon the plants, 
is an ideal one for the small gar- 


dener. 


Small dusting guns also may be 


obtained in seed stores and arc used 
for ciiistuij; poTi'clcrcd poisons upon 
plants. 


The spray" and some of the more 


elaborate gardening tools, like wheel 
cultivators, may be purchased by 
gardening clubs or communities. Be- 
cause of the scarcity of metals, few 
of these tools may be available this 
season but a good efficient garden 
may be grown without'them.
